Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruits in column 6 of the said Schedule may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
..Government from time to time* 

4, Disqualification No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
. person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
Thle.' 

“ 5. PowGr to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reason* td be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any elass or category of persons .

(MERCHANT SHIPPING) 

G.S.R. 1705. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses 
(b) and (c) of sub-section (2) of section 414, read with 
section 457, of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958(44 of 1958), 
and in supemession of the Control or Shipping (Rates) Rules, 
1949, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rule, namely : — 

1. Short title, — (1) These nric^ may be called Merchant 
Shipping (Rates) Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, — 

(a) “Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 

1958); 

(b) “Board” means the Shipping Rales Advisory Board 
constituted under rule 3. 

3. Constitution of the Board.— (1) The Central Govern- 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, constitute 
one or more Boards to be called the Shipping Rates Advisory 
Board to advise it in respect of such matters relating to fixa- 
tion of rates under section 412 of the Act a& it may deem ex- 
pedient or necessary to refer to the Board. 

(2) A Board shall coneist of such number of persoi* or 
persona as the Central Govement may, by notification in the 
official gazette, fix in this behalf. 

(3) The members of the Board shall be nominated by the 
Central Government. 

4. Headquarters. — The Board shall have Its headquarters 
in Bombay or at such other place as may be notified by the 
Central Government in this behalf. 

5. Procedure. — When any matter is referred to a Board,, the 
Board may consult the interests affected, examine or cause 
to be examined such witnesses and such documents and ac- 
counts as it may consider necessary for determining the rates 
to be fixed and shall submit a report to the Central Govern- 
ment with its recommendations. 

6. Power to deal with evidence taken before a previous 
Board, — Where a Shipping rates advisory Board constituted 
under rule 3 is reconstituted, the reconstituted Board may 
deal with any evidence or memorandum taken by or made 
before predecessor Board as if such evidence or memorandum 
hid been taken by or made before it or under its directions 
and may proceed with any inquiry from the stage at which 
its predecessor Board had left it. 


7. Fixation of rates.— (1) Where the Central Government 
has referred any matter relating to fixation of rates for 
advice to the Board, it may, on receipt of the report referred 
to In rule 5, and after considering the recommendations of 
the Board, fix, by order published in the Official Gazette, such 
rates under section 412 of the Act as it may deem proper. 

(2) Where the Central Government does not any 

matter relating to fixation of rates for Hdvice to the Board 
it may, after such inquiry as it thinks fit, fix, by order publish- 
ed jrt the Official Gazette such rates as it may deem proper.

G.S.R. 1709. — The following draft regulations further to 
amend the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, which the Central 
Government proposes to make, in exercise of the poweis 
conferred by section 57 of the Mines Act, 1952 i35 of 
1952), is published, as required by sub-section (I) of 
section 59 of the said Act, for the information ol all pei- 
sons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken into consideration oil or 
after the expiry of a period of four months from the dale 
of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the 
expiry of the period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 

DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called the Coal Mines (2nd 
Amendment) Regulations, 1977. 


2. Throughout the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957 (here- 
inufier referred to as the said regulations) for ihe words 
"Overman", "Sirdar’* and “Shollirer" wherever they occur, 
the words, "Foreman”, "Mate” and "Blaster 1 * shall res- 
pectively be substituted; and such other consequential 
amendments a-< the rules of grammar may require shall 
also be made. 

3. In clause (7) of regulation 2 oL' the said regulations, 
for the wordfl and figures “the age of 21 years,” the words 
and figures ‘the age of 20 years” shall be substituted, 

4. Tn regulation 15 of the said regulations — 

(i) in sub-regulation (i), for the figures and words 

"he is 21 years of age” the words and figures "he 
is 20 years of age" shall be substituted; 

(ii) after sub- regulation (2), the following sub-regula- 
tion shall be inserted, namely :— 

"(2A) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
regulation (2) on and from the 1st January, 

1979, no person shall be admitted as a candi- 
date at any examination for Foremans certifi- 
cate, unless he has passed the Matriculation 
examination or its equivalent”, 

5. Tn clause (e) of regulation 45 of the said regulations, 

for the words "and shall himself fire the shot”, Ihe words 

"and shall fire the shots himself or shall have the shots 

fired under his personal supervision” shall be substituted. 

6. For regulation 108 of the said regulations, the follow- 
ing regulation shall be substituted, namely : — 

“108. Systematic Support Rules. — 

(1) The provisions of this regulation with respect to 
systematic support shall apply to — - 

fa) evtry district in a mine in which extraction or 

reduction of pillars is going on; 

(b) every “longwalT w jrking; 

fc) every working in n disturbed or crushed ground; 
and 

(d) any mine or part of a mine where, in the opinion 
of the regional inspector, the roof or side is of 
such a nature 11 s to require artificial support. 

(2) The Manager shall, before commencing any opera- 
tions specified in clause (a), clause (b) or clause (c) of 
sub-regulation (1), and also when so required bv the 
regional inspector, frame Systematic Support Rules and 
submit a copy thereof (ogether with illustrative sketches, 
to the regional inspector, who may approve them with or 
without modifications, alterations or conditions. The Sys f e’ 
matic Support Rules so approved shall not h * altered 
without the previous permission, in writing, or the regional 
inspector and subject lo such conditions as he may specify 
therein. 

(3) No operation specified in clause (a) or clause (b) -of 
sub-regulation (1) shall be commenced in a mine or part 
thereof until the approved Systematic Support Rules are 
duly received from the regional inspector and enforced in 
such mine or part thereof : 


Provided that in cases other than those covered bv 
the clause (a) and clause (b), the work may be carried 
on by supposing the workings in accordance with the 
Systematic Support Rules framed by the Manaecr, pending 
receipt of the approval of the regional inspector to such 
Rules. 

(4) The Manager shall hand over copies of the Syste- 
matic Support Rules framed and approved a^ aforesaid, 
together with illustrative sketches, to all other supervisory 
officials concerned including the Assistant Manager and 
Under Manager and shall also post such copies at all 
conspicuous places in the mine. 
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(5) The Manager and such supei vising officials shall be 
responsible for securing effective compliance with the provi- 
sions of the Systematic Support Rules, and no mine or part 
of a mine shall be worked in contravention thereof", 

7. In regulation 123-C of the said regulations — 

(i) in sub-regulation (1) alter the woids "in ever* 
^assy seam of the second or third degree" the 
tollowing words shall be inserted, namely : — 

“01 in the development workings in a gassy seam 
of the first degree which are either geologically 
disturbed or in which there is likelihood oi 
occurrence of inflammable gas in dangerous 
quantities”, 

(ii) after sub-regulation (2) the following sub-regula- 
tion shall be inserted, namely : — 

"(3) If any dispute arises as to whether stone dust 
harriers or other alternative precautionary measures are 
icquired to be provided in any part of a gassy seam of the 
first degree, under sub-regulation (1), the question shall 
be referred to the Chief Inspector who shall decide the 
same." 

8. In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 166 of the said 
regulations, for the words ‘The shot firer shall fire the 
shots himself", th c following words shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“The shots shall be fired by the Blaster himself 01 
under bis personal supervision". 

9. The sub-regulation (4) of regulation 169 of the said 
regulations— 

(i) in clause (c) for the words “couple up the cable 
himself to the detonator leads", the words “couple 
up the cable to the detonator loads himself 01 get 
the cable coupled up to the detonator leads under 
his personal supervision" shall be substituted. 

(ii) in clause (f) for thc words “himself couple thc 
cable to the firing apparatus", the words “couple 
the cable to the firing apparatus himself or get 
the cable coupled to the firing apparatus under 
his personal supervision 1 shall be substituted. 

10. In chapter XV of the said regulations, for the head- 
ing, the following heading shall be substituted, namely : — 

“Machinery, Plant and Equipment", 

11. Aftei sub-regulation (2) of regulation 181 of the 
said regulations, the following sub-regulations shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

"(3) The Chief Inspector may from time to time by 
notification in the Official Gazette, specify appliances, 
equipment, machinery or other material, that are nr may 
be used in a mine, which shall be of such type, standard 
and make as approved by the Chief Inspector by a general 
or special order; and where any such appliance, equipment, 
machinery or other material had been specified by the 
Chief Inspector any such appliance, equipment machinery', 
or m a ferial, other than that approved by the Chief Inspector 
as aforesaid, shall not he used in any mine : 

(4) Where in respect of any appliance, equipment, 
machinery or other material, the Chief Inspector has not 
made any notification under sub-regulation (3) and any 
such appliance, equipment, machinery, or material is uued 
in any mine, the Chief Inspector or Regional Inspector 
may, if he is of thc opinion that the use of such appliance, 


equipment, machinery or other material is likely to endanger 
safety in the mine, by order in writing prohibit, the me of 
such appliance, equipment, machinery, 01 material until the 
same is approved by the Chief Inspector", 

12. In the Third Schedule to thc said regulations, forms 
1A, IB and J1 shall be deleted,
